1>rivatlon of ». ninety percent ajri- 
ciiltural populnlion, which Is belng 
Ura'wn Into the fartoiies." The spenk- 
or descriliod Mv; domo.itu: ronil;tions 
of these factory workers as appalling 
Ho mentioned aa an example the 
meainires adopted by motheis In the 
cotton mills of Bombay, wlio dope 
tlieir bnlile.i? wl'.h opiiiiii each morn- 
inc before solng to work. \Vh»n 
questioned on the practics,, the 
mothers stated that It was nccessnrj-. 
they could not afford to have them 
!in unc'lti-^a v-i! vn'.fr 1^ an Inconsis- 
tency In r.-.ii:.ri..jri l.fo and he further 
.-irsued that the suffrage Is not an 
inherent right In man, as to be that 
would be to argue against the older 
fonns of government. H cclalmed the 
suffrage is a privilege, and not a right 
and it should be rc-trictrd to those 
best .%ldo to exercise It. Tlie speaker 
Instanced tlio .Tppearance of Commun- 
ism in Canada and argued that the 
agitator loves an ignorant audience, 
as -they are unable to Judge the 
•oundncfts of his theories. The remedy 
Is education, l-.o said, as a qualifica- 
tion for voter.'. He did not claim it to 
bo «. panacea, but ho affirmed that 
the voter must earn the right to fran- 
chise and 'With education he would 
obtain an Intelligent view of govern- 
ment.

People's Forum 

WHITE RACIALISM 



India Anxiout. To Win Love 
And Respect Of 
Europeans 

Leaving the improi<slon that India 
is on tho verge of working out a na- 
tional destiny of her own. and of 
throwing off all uii«;iii:oi Wc- •.■>;-ii 
Influence.', C. K. Andicw.v, the «minent 
a iit:i'): ;ty on .\siatic affairs addressed 
the r<opIe's Forum last evening on 
the «ubject; "White Racialism ond 
India." .Mr. AndrcwK traced llio viBlns 
tide of ,\nt:-We5t« rnism in India, 
pointing in jiarlicula:- to tiiose con- 
tributing facto., which affect Eng. 
land. The speaker concluded with a 
plea, for Western f.-icndship and lovo 
for India rather than the too-frequent 
ratrunuiii:; .'iRgorance. 

.Mr. Amlrews commenced by stating 
that India, with the poet Tiigorc as 
its «irakcsman, had lost all failli in 
the moral integrity of the wjiiio r.-ice. 
This feeling Is b<»^t seen in ilio uoar- 
hatrcd in which England is hold even 
by such hlglt spirited men as Tagoro 
and Ghandl. Ifavlng profited by tho 
examples of China and Uussia, Young 
India Is today ready to .n^iort '^^■r^r 
and to throw off tho yoke of England 
even at risk of being forced to vlo- 
ence. 

The fe*llng against white aggorance. 
and agfr.-esfiiin !.' f-lt now in gi-outer 
strength than It «a.« before the w.ar. 
This condition is only natural because 
a disturbance which shakes humanity 
must of necj^slty be felt with greater 
fnrco In Indl.T. Ihe vortej: of the liu- 
m.nn ryclono, than In any otlur p.irt 
of the world. Indeed all .\sia !.« In re- 
volt .Tgafnst any form of political or 
economic Imperialism, and the B;ist 
Is at the beginning of a chaotic rcn- 
naissance out of which it will rise 
only after having worked out Its own 
national destiny. 

Dealing with the exclusion of Asia- 
tics from Austr.Tlla and oilior portions 
of tho globe Mr. .\ndrcvvs pointed to 
this iU! obviously and mnnifostly un- 
fair because the European who may 
happen to hold sway over those coun- 
tries at the moment have no moral 
right to prevent any of God's creat-

'•rdcr lo vote, as many men ot mod- 
orato InFlructlon are better Judges in 
tlie choice of re|>rosentat;voj,. In part 
ho furtiior dc-larod that it tiio .--taiid- 
ard of qualif^oatlon for voter.i he ac- 
i opted, they must be able to read and 
write, and this would abolish political 
corruption. Ho' then drew atten- 
li'in lo the fact tliat for the Immigra- 
tion to t.'anada a .«t.in'lard of cdu- 
i;:ition !s demanded whereas tho na- 
•.er when he becomes of age. In that 
way more is demanded of tho immi- 
grant than of the native Canadian, 
which was an illogical position to 
defend. 

For the nesative. Pau! H.iyne.-^ 
vaid in taking that stand, he fell ho 
waa speaking In tho Interest and for 
the rights ot tho people. The con- 
trary opinion, he termed an attack 
on dcniocra!:.: :n.'-!.tullons. It war. 
In fact, an echo of the fashion of the 
limes that the people pn^.^ess too 
much liberty and that a danger lies 
in giving rights to the many. But 
tlio fathers ot Confederation were 
not of that opinion, as they based 
ti:i:ir laitii on tho rights of the 
people. In fati, Canadian democracy 
is based ho said on the principle that 
a man Is a responsible personality, 
whether ho is educated or not, and 
ills right to tho vole follows from that 
principle. Further, ho contended, that 
a? tnn rislit to the franclii.«o doc:< n"". 
depend on the ownership of property, 
neither should It be a right bestowed 
Willi education. Again tho denial of 
the vote to the Tion-educaled would 
mean class legLslatlon, which would 
leave !iio uneducated in a helpless po- 
iilicn .-i.-^ citiicns. He did not mean 
by that to disparage education, but he 
a.^ked how could the knowledge of tho 
multiplication table prevent one from 
doing wrong lo others.

The ^iw.-iieal A.^Kociation is an executive 
body conipo.'icfi of a l*rc.sident, elected by popu- 
lar vote, assisted by the executive head-s of the 
niu-fical orKaiiization;".

The way in 
which German's "Tom .Jones" was presented 
met .with approval on all sides. Since that time 
the program ha.s Ijeeii confined to the produc- 
tion of Gilberts and Sullivans opera.^. We look 
forward to hearing again some of the songs 
from "i'iiiaforc," that made such a hit last 
December. 

The Banjo and Mandolin Club has passed 

through niaii.v pliascs. It has done good work 
in past years ,and has filled engagements at 
leading theatres in the city, besides assisting 
the concerts of the Alusical .'\s,«)Ociation. This 
year it has been reorganised and after a season 
of serious effort is ready again to present 
.>'evcral numbers at I lie coming concert.

Carolina Co-Eds 
Are Not Flappers 

However, Senate Doors Remain 
' Closed To Them 



Chapel Hill, X.C.— Whether the 
Dlalcclio Senate should jfo on re- 
cord as opening its doors tor nicm- 
bovshlp to women was discussed ri- 
ccntly at the University of North 
Carolina. Although several sonato.-s 
contended with great vigor that wo- 
men siiouM be admitted bccui&e of 
llicir superior knowledge of certain 
matters of timely interest to tho sen- 
ate at large, tho resolution was ds- 
fo.xtcd by a substantial majority. 

In dcfcndinc tho resoliiUon Sen.i- 
tor MiiPlicrson rotcried to the exlri- 
ordinary proçrcss of the University 
during the last six years. H« point- 
ed out that it is rather significant 
that women have been admittcd to 
the University at all limes during 
these six years. The senator was uf 
the opinion thai co-cds at the Univcr. 
slty at present are not the flapper 
tupe, but the type' of womanhood 
which Is Intorestcd in real education. 
Srnator Duiigan i-.il'.cd aitcntion lo 
the fact that the proposition of ad- 
mitting women to the Dialectic .Senate 
Jias been before tho .senate four times 
compara th'ely reccnliy. The scna- 
ter commented on tho alleged pecu- 
liar interest which ^^■omcn have in 
literary matters. 

"During the time that I have been 
n member of the Dl Senate ! have dis- 
cussed this matter four times alre.idy- 
Each Um« 1 fiivored the plan of ad- 
iiKliiiic ivnmen to membership in the 
senate, but now my opinion regarding 
tho matter is entirely changed. Tor 
tho first time I am opposing the idc-u" 
Senator Gilrealh made these state- 
ments in the courfc of liis discussion 
of the resolution. He attacked the 
plan in terms of the contention that 
co-eds arc not needed in the Dl Se- 
na te . 

Senator Norwurrt was of ilie 
opinion that the rofoIuUnn thould be 
discussed- with even greater vigor, 
Klnce it had brcn defeated on previous 
occasions. The speaker contended 
that al; opposition to the matter 
came from those who wore i-xtrcme!;; 
conservative in iheir vicw.= . Ho call- 
ed attention to the fact tliat men 
don't give In to women aa they mvi 
to do a-nd that women today arc ac- 
tive in the business world, where they 
constantly nib shoulders with men. 

."Senator J. \V. Williams contcn i- 
od that women would eventually be- 
come ambitious and elect a presld" ;'. 
from tlK'ir midst, If they were ad • 
initte<I to tlie se-iMtr. The scimtor 
ni;iinlaiiifi<l that a woman in 'he 
rlin'r would t>elr.acl frorn the disui: ■ 
ii.r the senate. 

.^enaiof t'av.«loy presented the ttr- 
ruMK-nt ili.it ilie presence of women 
in the .«enate would materinlly limit 
discussions, thereby limiting the ac- 
ronipllshnionts of tlip senate.

LOWER DIVISION ABOLITION 

Shall Univeraity Bk An Undergraduate Or A Research School? — 
Rise Of Junior Colleges Significant — Alumni, Of Course, 
View Question Mainly From Standpoint Of Football.

AVill tho rise of junior coUeEcs 

throughout the United States mean 
that many of tho old universities will 
become Institutions mainly devoted to 
advanced work and graduate re- 
search? 

rresldent Wilbur of Stanford Uni- 
versity, California, Just named for a 
post in Hoover's cabinet, bcllc'ves that 
tho abolition of the Ijower Division 
at that University Is Inevitable, and 
tlie. present ideal there .-seems to be for 
concentration on research work. In 
opposition to tills view, the oditor of 
the Stanford Daily is inclined tor fa- 
vour the cellese remaining an under- 
graduate school devoted almost 
wholly to tcarJilng and but Incident- 
ally to research. 

.\lumni opinion, a.s is iinforluniitely 
loo often the ca.-^i- wiih "Old Grads" 
on this side of tho water, is evidently 
chiefly Influenced by tho supposed 
effect upon athletics of tho suggested 
move. This tho Daily deplores, saying 



"Whatever is the final decision. It Is 
to be hoped that the issue will be not 
decided upon consideration of so re- 
latively unimportant a thing aa ath- 
letics. Tho alumni, as might bo ex- 
pected, arc prepared to go to hat upon 
that point. An article in tho last Il- 
lustrated ricvlow points out that not 
yet has Stanford got an athlete for 
varsity football or tracl^- as a gradu- 
ate of a Junior college." 

Citing tho fact that Chicago and 
Johns llojikina are coming back fre- 
quently to tho good, red-blooded 
American system after having tried 
the abolition of the Lower Division, 
the Review goes on to say that, as 
soon as It sliall be sho-wn that aboli- 
tion of tho Lower Division means the 
defection of .ntliletics, "wo can pro- 
ceed to .amortize our athletic plant or 
arrango to turn It over as a field for 
scientific experiments upon tho hab- 
its and emotions ot white m'ice when 
approaching a plcco ot cheese on a 
circular course.

Modern Collegian Is 
Getting "Civilization" 

liurlington, Ul: — William Berry- 
man Scott, Hl.air professor ot geology 
nt Princeton University and the 
grcat-grettt-great grandson of Ben- 
jamin Flanklinr celebrated his seven- 
ty-first birthday Tuesday by carry- 
li:g out his active duties as .i profes- 
ser at tho university according to the 
Vermont Cynic. He Is completing his 
forty-ninth year on the faculty ' al 
I'rincelon. 

Undergraduates arc becoming more 
"civilized" and take more interest In 
i.itellcctual pursuits, according to 
I'lof. Scott, "Students aro less 
rowdy than they were in my day," 
he said. "The men are more tlioughtful 
they read more and have a gi'ealcr 
interest in music. You couldn't got 
a crowd of .students to listen to Bach 
by the hour as they will do today. 
T.Hcre used to bo more outbreaks and 
itîob celebrations among the under- 
gradii.'iles. 

"Tho athletic craze which seems to 
havo gripped our colleges has Im- 
prove the morality ot the undergrad- 
uates," Prof. Scott continued, "but it 
'las given the students a false «>cnsc 
of values. 

The noted professor is also a firm 
believer In prohibition and stated that 
he thought that within 100 years the 
wliolo world would abandon Intoxicat- 
ing beverages. 

"This Is a machine age," he said, 
"in which we are frequently required 
to make a decision on the spur of the 
moment. .Mcohol decreases the speed 
of ner\-ous reaction and slows up the 
process of making decisions. There- 
fore It has no place in our industrial 
civilization."
